London, .Jan. 24.—The Turkish cabi­ 
net resigned In consequence of public 
demonstrations and protests against 
its action in acceding to the wishes ut 
the European powers. 
Mahmoud Shefket, formerly war m in­ 
ister, lias been appointed grand vizier 
in place of Kiamil Pasha. 
Talaat Bey has been appointed min­ 
ister of the interior, a position he beld 
In a previous cabinet. 
In a statem ent 
alter his appointment lie said: 
"The change in the cabinet means 
that we are going to save the national 
honor or perish in the attempt. W e do 
not want a continuation of tile war. 
but we are determined to keep Ad ria 
nopie at all costs. That is an indispen­ 
sable condition of peace.” 
This was the news 
re eived 
from 
Constantinople. Diplomats declare that 
they expect to hear that armed action, 
engineered by the committee of Young 
Turks, preceded the fall of the cab! 
net. Tho absence of details as to the 
sudden change in the situation in Con 
stantinople has created grave appro 
hen Sion. 
Tile immediate consequences of the 
decision of the Turkish grand council 
to conclude peace with the allies will 
be ttie cessation of hostilities between 
Greece and Turkey and the surrender 
of tile Turkish fortresses of Adriano 
pie, Janina and Scutari The Turkish 
garrisons will withdraw with the hon 
ors of war. 
Difficulties may arise concerning the 
fate of Scutari, as no one knows to 
whom It is to be surrendered, whet hor 
to tile Montenegrins, to a provisional 
Albanian government or to the repre­ 
sentatives of tile flowers 
King Nicholas ct Montenegro insists 
he must enter Scutari at the head of 
his troops Otherwise he says the reign 
of his family in Montenegro is doom* d, 
as lie, contrary to the advice of his 
generals, refused to try to take Sen 
tari by storm at th e beginning of th** 
war in order to avoid

m ostly with the flood of March 22, 
1912, which reached a height of 28.2 
feet at Pittsburgh and passed on down 
the Ohio to becom e a 
part of the 
greatest and 
m ost 
d estructive flood 
that has ever visited the Mississippi 
valley. 
This flood is the first of any con se­ 
quence that has occurred at Pittsburgh 
since the stu d ie s ami findings of the 
Flood Com m ission have been com plet­ 
ed.
